2,000 Women For 
Air Force Work 


OTTAWA, July 25.—(CP)—More than 2,000 _ women |' 


will be'réquired for the Canadian Women’s Auxiliary Air 
Force which will be completely organized within two months, 
Royal Canadian Air Force headquarters said today. 


This is the second auxiliary ser- 

vice to announce the number of 
women required. Defence Min- 
ister Ralston sajd recently that 
the Canadian Women's Army 
Corps would require 1,500 women 
“very shortly.” 
" The air force announcement today 
said formation of the corps was 
now under way and “it is antici- 
pated the force soon after it is in | 
active operation will provide more 
than 2,000 Canadian women to take 
over positions with the R.C.A.F., 
thus relieving airmen for other 
duties.” 

Recruits between the ages of 18 
and 43 will be enlisted at the rate 
of 150 a week once definite plans 
are completed, officials said, 
LEARN NINE TRADES 

The C.W.A.A.F, training school, 
which will probably be located near 
Toronto, will give’ instruction in 
any of nine trades which include 
administration, cooks, clerks, equip- 
ment assistants, mess-women, tele- 
Phone operators, fabric workers, 
mechanical transport drivers and 
general duties. 

Two administrative women of- 
ficers of the British organization— 
the Women’s Auxiliary Air Force— 
have been loaned in an advisory 
capacity to the R.C.A.F. by the Brit- 
ish air ministry to assist organi- 
zation. They are Wing Officer L. 
M. Crowther and Sqdn. Officer E. 
C. Bather. 


“Although it is primarily in- 
tended to man the 16 service fly- 
ing training schools now in opera- 
tion under the British Common- 
wealth Air Training Plan, it is 
probable the scheme will be ex- 
tended,” the announcement said. 
“With the plan in full swing there 
will be three officers and 136 air- 
women to each service flying 
training school. 

“Airmen in any one trade on any 
particular station will not be re- 
placed entirely by women. For in- 
stance, a number of women cooks 
will work with the men already 
employed in that trade 

“A ratio of skilled workers ac- 
cording to a sliding scale will be 
absorbed similarly

The suggestion is of direct in- 
terest to the United States, where 
Dakar is regarded as the probable 
jumping off place for any Nazi ex- 
cursion into the new world. It has

US. Bombers

LONDON, July 25.—(BUP)— 
Long range British hombing 
Planes raided the German naval 
bases at Emden and Kiel during 
the night, following up the 
heaviest British daylight attacks 
of the war yesterday. American- 
built flying fortress bombers took 
Part in ferocious assaults on bat- 
tered German warships sheltered 
in French ports, and dropped 
American-made bombs on them. 

An air ministry communique said 
that smaller forces attacked docks 
at Wilhelmshaven and Rotterdam, 
while fighters attacked airdromes 
in Northern France. Five British 
bombers were lost in the attacks, 
which caused large fires at Kiel and 
Emden, the ministry said. 

Thirty-three Nazi fighter planes 
were shot down in these daylignt 
raids yesterday and 15 British 
bombers and seven British fighters 
failed to return. It was under- 
stood, however, that all the flying 
fortresses returned.

Can Catch Up To Demand

LONDON, July 25.—(CP)— 

The contrast between life today 

in wartime London and any Can- 

adian city Is brought home as 
sharply by the cigarette shortage 
aa by any other factor. 

A Canadian just arrived in Lon- 
don from Canada, where you can go 
out and buy 10,000 cigarettes if you 
want to and have the money, be- 
comes aware of the shortage imme- 
diately. 

“Sorry—we are all out of cigar- 
ettes and tobacco,” they tell you, 
not in one tobacco shop, but in 
one after another, 

A new arrival in England doesn't 
have a chance when old customers 
are lined up before the shop count- 


ers. But in some cases regular cus- 
tomers are no more fortunate than 
newcomers 

Some British cigarette manufac- 
turers have been running advertise- 
ments in the London newspapers 
promising smokers that retail sup- 

plies will be restored if consumption 
is temporarily curtailed 

The advertisements urge smok- 
ers to use fewer cigarettes to per- 
mit factories, operating at capa- 
clty, to catch up. 

A newspaper cartoon showed a 
harassed young man leaning over 
the detk of the divisional petro- 
leum officer pleading: 

“But I must have a supplementary 
petrol ration, sir, I travel all over 
the country looking fox cigarettes,”

He would nullify any fire insur- 
ance on his home if he kept his car 
in his own garage. 

In connection with the latter risk, 
the association said fire insurance 
laws in Quebec stipulate that gaso- 
line cannot be stored in homes or 
building without permission, In On- 
tario, the law restricts the amount 
of gasoline that may be kept in 
homes or buildings to a quart with- 
out permission. 

NO LAW AGAINST 
EXTRA GAS HERE 

There is nothing in Alberta leg- 
islation to prevent a motorist carry- 
ing an extra can of gasoline in his 
car, it was pointed out Thursday by 
government officials. 

The city of Edmonton has a bylaw 
making it illegal to keep tins of 
gasoline in a private garage. 

Automobile insurance policies do 
not place on the exempted list for 
insurance, cars carrying extra cans. 
Private cars carrying trailers, ex- 
plosives and acting as taxis are on 
the exempted list as far as protec- 
tion is concerned 

Inquiry among life insurance 
companies reveals there is no clause 
in life insurance policies nullifying 
them if there is loss of life through 
burning gasoline. It was pointed out 
that there might be some double in- 
demnity clause with such a provi- 
sion, but it is the exception rather 
than the rule, 

Government officials said this 
question had not yet been raised 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—(AP)—

Scarcity May Compel 


In a statement issued at Toronto, 
Mr. G. R. Cottrelle, federal oil controller, 
ted a picture of the situation and 
outlook in western Canada which makes 
clear that compulsory conservation of 
gasoline and fuel oil is very likely to 
epply in this part of the Dominion even 
no new restrictive regulations are 
imposed. Scarcity of supply threatens 
to curtail use, without official action. 
During the first half of this year Al- 
berta production was up 1,290,000 bar- 
rels compared with the figures a year 
ago. But consumption was up 17 per 
cent, and as reserves were low last fall 
the outlook for the last half of the year 
is “not promising”. 
Last year 571,567 barrels were im- 
rted into the prairie market in the 
last six months of the year, in addition 
to motor fuel from Ontario. The en- 
larged demand would require 1,000,000 
barrels of imported oil during the next 
six months; and the oil is not in sight. 
Montana shipments are problematical, 
and the price certain to be high.

Japan Collects In Advance

Vichy, under pressure from Berlin, 
is handing Indo-China over to Japan. 
That is what the deal amounts to, 
though the formal document may de no 
more than transfer certain air and naval 
bases. The transaction is camouflaged 
as being only a temporary transfer of 
authority to Japan, to prevent Britain, 
the United States and China seizing the 
country. f 

What the document says about terri- 
tory or time will not affect the outcome. 
Once Japan is in possession it will re- 
main in ion—as it did in Korea, 
in Shantung, in Manchuria. And, as in 
those areas, the territorial concessions 
will be only starting points for an ex- 

ion program aimed eventually to 
make the whole territory a part of the 
Japanese empire. 

At the same time Japanese forces 
are being massed on the border of Si- 
beria, in response to Hitler's call for 
help, and with the apparent purpose of 
attacking Russia in the far east. Which 
they may or may not do—depending on 
whether the prize in sight there seems 
to be worth the cost and risk. The grab 
in Indo-China means that Japan is col- 
lecting in advance for the help Hitler 
expects it to give him by invading 
Siberia. Whether the help will be given, 
time will show. 

As France is being made to pay 
Japan to help the Axis in Asia, it 1s 
evident how much Vichy’s declaration 
is worth that it will defend the French 
possessions in Africa against any at- 
tempt on the part of any other power 
to occupy them. When Hitler wants 
Dakar he will just send along his troops; 
and Vichy will explain that another 
French colony is being put under Axis 
“protection” to save it from the avari- 
cious democracies.

There is one man at Vichy who does 
not take orders from Berlin. Whatever 
his name may be, he is the military ana- 
lyst who has been sending out a daily 
statement on the progress of the war on 
the Russian front. For the second time 
he has been the first commentator to 
discover, and tell the world, that Hitler's 
war machine there had bogged down. 
He was right the first time, and appar- 
ate, right this time also. 

e Russian campaign is now to- 
ward the end of the fifth week. The 
Nazis have not yet got within striking 
distance of Moscow or Leningrad, and 
while the announcer at Berlin says Kiev 
is being invested, the high command 
stammers on that phase of the opera- 
tions. Nor has it been officially 
claimed that Smolensk is in Nazi hands, 
though the ‘authoritative’ mega- 
phoner said a8 much a week or more 
ago. 
As a change from the “according to 
schedule” formula, Berlin some days 
ago offered the explanation that the 
Red army was being split up into sec- 
tions, to be annihilated one after an- 
other. It has since negatived that 
theory by saying panzer divisions could 
not get ahead because the Russian re- 
sistance is “fanatical”. To which the 
observer at Vichy adds a suspicion that 
the Russians are threatening the com- 
munications of the spearhead thrust at 
Smolensk. 

It is no longer a secret or a surmise 
that the Russian stand has been a sur- 
prise to the invaders and that they are 
away behind their time-table. For the 
second time they have seemingly been 
stalled, and must take time out to or- 

a new push. From its inception 
the “lightning war” has not made an 
average advance along the line of 300 
miles, in 38 days. An ox-team would 
travel faster than that. 


The pro-Axis plots uncarthed in 
South America were apparently not 
home-made nor unrelated. A commit- 
tee of the House at Washington learns 
that these were part of an official net- 
work of underground scheming, engin- 
eered from a headquarters in Brazil] and 
extending over at least Bolivia and 
Colombia. As there are large colonies 
of German and Italian settlers in Ar- 
gentina and other South American 
countries, it is more than probable the 
fifth columnists have been busy among 
these also. There may be interesting 
and enlightening developments in sev- 
eral parts of the continent as the ex- 
posures in Bolivia and Colombia cause 
investigations to be started elsewhere.

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Empire For Sake of 
Nazi Allies

As forecast by this reporter last Satur- 
day. Vichy is permitting Japan to occupy 
Indo-China without the slightést show of 
resistance and even, apparently, without 
the least protest. 

Her explanation is naive. 

According to the controlled Paris press, 
Vichy is granting Japan military and tech- 
nical facilities in Indo- 
China so that Japan may 
“maintain order in the 
Far East.” 

Vichy declares vehe- 
mently that this conces- 
sion to Japan does not 
i nga French sov- 
ere enty in Indo-China. 
Says Vichy spokesmen: 

“Under the agreement 
in preparation, Japan re-

sovereignty of Indo-China.” 

Who believes such crass nonsense? 

Of what value is the “guarantee” of 
Japan, a nation that has shown flagrant 
disrespect for alien sovereignty is every 
part of Asia? 

Ask Mongolia about that “guarantee of 
sovereignty,” or Manchukuo or the puppet 
government of Nanking. 

As a matter of fact, Japan's policy is to 
freeze on grimly to any territory she can 
gain by conquest or guile. To expect her 
to guarantee sovereignty is like expecting 
a burglar to guard your house. 


Japan's Real Purpose 

So Vichy surrenders Indo-China so that 
Japan may “maintain order in the Far 
East”! 

Japan wants Indo-China for one pur- 
pose—to establish naval bases for an 
eventual attack on Singapore only 650 
miles away and on the Dutch East Indies 
Only 1,000 miles away. 

In this move, she does a double stroke 
of business for herself: 

She obeys the Axis behest to cause 
trouble in ‘the Pacifie for the purpose of 
diverting American attention from the 
Atlantic, and she comes a bit closer to 
those juicy territorial plums which she is 
well aware Germany also covets. 

It is doubtful if Hitler wants Japan, 
at this juncture, to do any more than 
create a disturbance in the lower Pacific. 
Certainly he would not view with any 
great enthusiasm the Japanese seizure of 
the rich East Indies or Malayan States. 

It would be a bit of delightful irony if 
the ultimate course of events would find 
Germany battling Japan for possession of 
these highly productive areas. Stranger 
things have happened. 

But for the time being, Hitler is doubt- 
less well satisfied with Japanese manoeu- 
vres that cause unrest and: anxiety in 
British and Americans. 

Certainly that sudden Vichy passion 
for “order in the Far East” is as obviously 
made-in-Germany as any cheap tin soldier.

The marriage rate last year was higher 
than for any year in the records of the 
census bureau going back more than half a 
century, with only one exeeption.

In South Atlantic

ing of the Battle of the Atlantic as if it 
consisted solely in ke€ping open the path 
from North America to the British Isles. 


Indubitably this is the crucial] battle of the 
war. But there is also being prepared a 


battle of the South Atlantic, and this is 
the crucial battle which will determine the 
Yuture of South America. 

The North Atlantic battle rages on the 
lines between the great fortress of Britain 
and the great arsenal of North America. 
It is a battle which will be won by the 
stronger forces. But the battle of the 
South Atlantic is a different kind of 
struggle, at least in the opening phases. 
It may be won by Axis guile and lost by 
American naivete, For on one side of the 
South Atlantic are weak and. unarmed 
states which Hitler is seeking to corrode 
and capture from within; on the other side 
of the ocean are defeated or exhausted 
states which he has corroded and captured 
from within. What he lacks is a base of 
operations for his sea and air power to 
exploit the internal invasions and con- 
quests which he is organizing on both sides 
of the South Atlantic. 

What he hopes to accomplish by guile 
is to take the decisive strategic positions 
for this battle before the democracies 
understand the plan of the battle. What 
he dreads is that the democracies do 
understand it and that American and 
British sea power will take a command- 
ing position in the South Atlantic—and 
thus knock down before it can be estab- 
lished the Nazi bridge extending from 
Berlin through Vichy to the South Ameri- 
can conspirators.

In a statement issued at Toronto, 
Mr. G. R. Cottrelle, federal oil controller, 
presented a picture of the situation and 
outlook in western Canada which makes 
clear that compulsory conservation of 
gasoline and fuel oil is very likely to 
apply in this part of the Dominion even 

no new restrictive regulations are 
imposed. Scarcity of supply threatens 
to curtail use, without official action. 

During the first half of this year Al- 
berta production was up 1,290,000 bar- 
rels compared with the figures a year 
ago. But consumption was up 17 per 
cent, and as reserves were low last fall 
the outlook for the last half of the year 
is “not promising”. 

Last year 571,567 barrels were im- 

rted into the prairie market in the 
fast six months of the year, in addition 
to motor fuel from Ontario. The en- 
larged demand would require 1,000,000 
barrels of imported oil during the next 
six months; and the oil is not in sight. 
Montana shipments are problematical, 
and the price certain to be high.

ATTACKS CONTESTED

The ministry emphasized that the 
raids on the German ships at Brest 
and La Pallice constituted the heav- 
iest daylight attack the Royal Air 
Force had made since the war be-

GPEARHEAD OF ATTACK 

Disclosing that the flying fort- 
re:ses formed the spearhead of the 
Brest attack, the ministry said: 

“These great four-engined bomb- 
ers arrived over Brest at a fantas- 
tic height, scarcely visible and cer- 
tainly inaudible to anyone on the 
ground. In all probability the 
scream of their bombs was the first 
sign the Boeing pianes were there.” 

The Boeing crews sweated in 
summer heat when they took off, 
the ministry said, “but the 

sweat was frozen before they 
reached their high altitude.” 

The planes were covere‘! by frost 
rime a quarter of an inch thick, !t 
vas said, and one pilot was quoted 
that when he was over Brest the 
city “seemed no bigger than your 
thumb.” : 

“A smooth and heavy load of 
American bombs was well directed 
at the minute targets so far below,” 
the ministry said. “It seemed an al- 
niost impcssible. time before the 
flashes of the bombs were seen 
Then through the inter-communica- 
tion system pilots heard a bomb 
gimer say: ‘There they go--one, two, 
three, four, five.’ Even at that height 
the flashes seemed impressive 

“Each attack was timed to min- 
utes, J 

“It was a marvelous sight to see, 
in the sunshine, bombers ahead of 
us and bombers behind us,’ @ pilot 
said. “Fighters were weaving Over- 
head. All the little ships in the

HISTORICAL PRECEDENT 

The government has been able to 
justify neutrality on the historical 
precedent of Argentina's neutrality 
during the first world war. Though 
conditions today do not parallel 
those during the last war, the gov- 
ernment’s hesitancy is based on 
doubt as to the war's outcome, and 
a fundamenta] doubt as to the Unit- 
ed States’ ability, and willingness, 
to defend South America militarily 
“below the bulge.” At this point all 
the arguments of isolationists in the 
United States and “quarter. 
spherists’ who propose United 
States’ defense of the Caribbean 
area only, come to confirm the 
worst fears of Dr. Castillo’s ad- 
visers. F 

Not even Pan-American re- 
lationships, elaborated in the past 
six years, have been sufficiently 
strong to bring Argentina into line 
so far. 

Where continental solidarity is 
concerned, the American republics 
gre coming to accept Argentina's 
epposition as a foregone conclusion. 
Such critics point to the Lima con- 
ference of 1938, where unanimity 
was achieved only by conceding 
Argentina's point, and to last year’s 
Havana conference of foreign min- 
isters where Argentina had to yield 
on pain of being left alone, Argen- 
tina’s skillful evasive negative to 
Uruguay's recent proposal that any 
American nation at war with a 
non-American power should enjoy 
non-belligent rights was but an- 
cther objeetion to being forced into 
a position which Dr: Castillo feels 
unready to assume, 

While Dr, Castillo’s government 
has withstood these combined pres- 
sures, the consciousness is heginning 
'to permeate the country that Ar- 
genting must either fish or cut bait; 
that Argentina must either choose 
to go along with the balance of the 
Americas or stand alone

“The occupation of Iceland by U. S. ‘forces was a wise 
and timely measure in the interests of the defence of the 
western hemisphere and an important step in safeguarding 
Iceland against invasion,” stated Dr. Richard Beck, professor 
of Scandinavian languages and literature at the University 
of North Dakota, in an interview here this week. 

Dr. Beck, president of the Ice- 


landic League of America, is tra- 
velling across Western Canada 
lecturing at meetings arranged by 
local branches of the league and 
to public gatherings. .While in the 
city he was a guest at the home of 
Mrs, A. Marlott, 10006 84 avenue. 
His lecture jtinerary includes 
Markerville, Alta, Vancouver, 
Blaine, Bellingham and Seattle. 


Dr. Beck said that the people of | 


Iceland are behind Great Britain 
and her allies 100 per cent for “the 
democratic spirit and the love of 
liberty are characteristic of Ice- 
Jandie people.” 

“For this reason perhaps more 
than any other”, stated Dr. Beck 
“we of Iceland approve the occupa- 
tion of our country by the United 
States for it indicates the help that 
the U.S. is planning for Great Brit- 
ain. It 1s to be noted that this step 
was taken with the consent of the 
Icelandic government on the con- 
dition that there be no interference 
with Icelandic internal and domestic 
affairs and that all troops be with- 
drawn when the danger is past. We 
of the Icelandic National league of 
Canada atid the United States are 
in full sympathy with the British 
cause.” 

COLLEGE GRADUATE 

Born and brought up in Iceland, 
Dr. Beck speaks Ehglish fluently 
but with attractive foreign modifi- 
cations. He is a graduate of the 
State “ollege of Iceland which is 
situated in Reykjavik, the capital 
city. In 1921 Dr. Beck came to 
Canada where he resided in Win- 
nipeg for 4 ycur working as a pri- 
vate tutor of languages. 

After graduating with his Master 
of Arts degree and then in quick 
succession receiving his doctor of 
philosophy degree from Cornell 
Univer-ity, Beck taught for three 
years at St. Olaf College im North- 
field, Minnesota. In 1929 he took 
the pvsition he holds today at the 
University of North Dakota.

Hard-surfacing of the Jasper 
highway west of this city from 


Stony Plain to Carvell Corner, a | 


stretch of 18 miles, is being prens- 
ed with all speed, according to 
Hon. W. A. Fallow, minister of 
public works. His statement was 
made after he had made a visit to 
the highway on Thursday to in- 
spect the werk. 

Mr. Fallow announced that it was 
proposed to complete the overpass 


over the C.N.R. tracks near Spruce | 


Grove. 

About on mile a day of the per- 
manent surfacing can be laid under 
favorable circumstances, Since com- 
mencing operations this week, the 
crew has laid between four and 
five miles of the top surfacing. 
Equipment being used on this pro- 
ject includes a pioneer flat mixer 
and a new Barber-Green finishing 
machine, purchased by the depart- 
ment this season at a cost of about 
$6,000, This machine facilitates the 
work, spreading the material and 
tamping the roads, 

ROAD DRESSING | 

It is intended, said Mr. Fallow, 
to put a calcium-chloride dressing 
on the gravelled surface from Car- 
vell Corner to Seba Beach. Move 
gravel will be laid on the road, then 
the calcium-chloride will be ap- 
plied and rolled in to make a better 
surface, 

Mr, Fallow said the surfacing 
of the Wetaskiwin-Ponoka main 
highway section had been com- 
ple‘ed and the outfit had been 
transferred to the Stony Plain- 
Carvell sector. Hard-surfacing of 
the Lethbridge-Macleod highway 
has been completed and the ma- 
chinery had been sent to the sec- 
tion of highway from Medicine 
Hat, east to the Saskatchewan 
border, 

Construction crews now are at 
work on the Jasper highway to the 


east of this city, working on various

And, lastly, there are the girls 
themselves who are their own 
undoing.

That the jobbers’ selling arrange- 
ment, allied with the manufacturers’ 
statement of selling policy, com- 
prised a general control of the sale 
of tobacco products was a submis- | 
sion made Thursday by J. C. Mc- 
Ruer, K.C., chief crown counsel, to 
a supreme court jury trying 36 
manufacturers. wholesalers and job- 
bers on alleged “tobacco combine” 
charges, 

Under this set-up, he submitted, 
manufacturers would set prices, 
jobbers were pledged to sustain 
these prices and jobbers or manu- 
facturers who violated the selling 
code were subject to discipline.
